One of the vexed questions which 
brought about the recent Indian out¬ 
break was the encroachments of the 
white men on their timber. Tb • < ffi- 
cial reports of the superin lend ns of 
logging for that district sle w that 
much of the dissatisfaction comes from 
the sale of timber by the half-breeds, 
mixed bloods and squaw men. The 
following figures are given: Number of 
feet sold by the quarter-bloods, 15,- 
547.820 feet; number of feet sold by 
lialf-breeds, 2.201,270; number of feet 
sold by tlie “squaw men,” 1,011,990; 
numbe- of feet sold by the full-blooded 
Indians, 845.539. Naturally the mixed 
bloods are letter able to do business 
from their knowledge of the English 
language, and they make contracts for 
the sale of timber which the full-blood¬ 
ed Indians do not understand and hence 
resent. Often the mixed bloods obtain 
the consent of the Indians by fraud and 
then sell out his claims thus obtained. 
Altogether it is more the timber ques¬ 
tion than the liquor question which is 
to blame for tlie outbreak, though 
doubtless whisky played its part there 
as well as elsewhere. 

The remarkable woman who is now 
the real ruler of China by the abdica¬ 
tion or assassination of tlie emperor lias 
played an important part in China in 
recent years. She was the secondary 
wife of the Emperor I lien Feng, who 
fled from Pekin in 1801 when that oily 
was occupied by the French and En¬ 
glish. As the mother of Tung Chi, who 
succeeded llleu Feng, she was raised 
to the rank of empress, and lias ever 
since made tlie Chinese court a scene 
of Intrigue for power and place. The 
principal wife and tlie secondary were 
jointly appointed regents iu the place 
of Tung Chi, who was but a boy, and 
these two ruled China , for twelve 
years, when tlie boy emperor ascended 
the throne. He reigned but two years, 
dying In 1875. Ills widow soon follow¬ 
ed him, whether by the decree of heav¬ 
en or the will of tlie ex-regents lias al¬ 
ways been a mooted point. When 
Kuang Su, the recent ruler, was de¬ 
clared emperor at the age of 4 years, 
the two empresses again became re¬ 
gents, the Joint rule lasting six years, 
when the elder empress died, leaving 
tlie present dowager empress in sole 
possession of power. Kuang Su as¬ 
cended the throne In 1889, but owing 
either to lack of ability or to the de¬ 
signed course of education to which 
be had been subjected, lie remained a 
l>oy In Intellect, and It is not surprising 
that the abltlous dowager empress has 
once more come Into power with LI 
Hung Cliang as her favorite minister. 

Even China knows that a new cen¬ 
tury Is dawning. The poeit Tennyson 
wrote not many years ago that he 
would prefer ten short years of Europe 
to "a cycle of Cathay,” meaning that 
changes were so slow In the Chinese 
empire that ten years here meant mote 
than a thousand In the flowery king¬ 
dom. But to-day there Is no place In 
the world where history will show moie 
sudden and kaleidoscopic changes than 
that same empire of China. Since th& 
Japanese war shook the very founda¬ 
tions of their capital, the Chinese have 
wakened from the sleep of ages and are 
showing signs of marvelous activity. 
Revolution and re-revolution follow 
each other so rapidly that even the war 
correspondents of the daily papers have 
hard work to keep track of them. Con¬ 
cessions to England for the building of 
railways, mining of coal. gold, copper 
and oil are granted and revoked. Rus¬ 
sia and France come in for their share 
of the division of the empire (on paper) 
and its subsequent redivision. Li Hung 
Cluing, great statesman and diplomatist 
that he is, luis been deprived of the I 
“yellow jacket," which is the robe of 
Ills office as prime minister, and had It 
returned to him so frequently that the 
poor old gentleman must have had diffi¬ 
culty in keeping decently clothed dur¬ 
ing the operations. The Emperor has 
been murdered and resuscitated (In the 
daily papers) a dozen times at least in 
the past three months. Iu fact, be¬ 
tween the diplomatists and the news¬ 
papers old China is having the liveliest 
times in all its mighty career. One fact 
seems beyond dispute, and that is that 
an American missionary lias been ap¬ 
pointed president of the National Uni¬ 
versity of China with unlimited means 
and full aut hority to make all uecessary 
arrangements to give the young men 
of China a modern up-to-date education, 
including foot-hall. This will do more 
to make China a nation among the na¬ 
tions than anything else she could do. 
We hope Dr. Martin will not lie de¬ 
prived of his office nor his head till lie 
has established tills great institution. 
His position is one of enormous influ¬ 
ence, and should be of the greatest 
value In fostering friendly relations 
with the United States and giving us 
the commerce to which our geograph¬ 
ical posltlou entitles us, and which we 
will undoubtedly obtain.

What, Divers Are Called Upon to Do 

James Cassidy contributes an article 
to the St. Nicholas, entitled "Under the 
Sea: The Dress and Apparatus of a 
Modern Diver.” Mr. Cassidy says: Ev¬ 
ery large vessel Is now built of Iron, 
and, in order to keep up the requisite 
speed, her bottoms require frequent 
cleaning, also, should the screw be¬ 
come fouled or deranged, from various 
causes, the diver can always put it iu 
working order. Should the anchor be¬ 
come fouled with the cable chain of an¬ 
other vessel, the diver can go down aud 
free It, aud so avoid the loss of the 
anchor. In many other cases a diver 
supplied with tlie uecessary outfit may 
be Instrumental In saving a valuable 
vessel tunl cargo by repairing leaks 
from collisions and other accidents. 
Our diver may also be employed in the 
laying aud Inspection of mooring- 
chalns, the clearing of dock-gates and 
sluice-valves, In Inspecting the founda¬ 
tion of bridges, removing obstructions 
Iu rivers, entering shafts of mines over¬ 
flowed with water to clear the outlets, 
and in the repairing of the pumps. 
Should a well pump under water need 
repairing, a competent diver under¬ 
standing this liraneli of engineering 
can accomplish the repairs with as 
much ease as though he were on dry 
land. He can lay tubes and pipes for 
waterworks under the beds of rivers, 
enter into and repair gas-holders, de¬ 
scend into dangerous places where foul 
air and noxious gases have collected, 
such as the fire-damp In mines or gases 
in old wells. 

Of course, a man undertaking such 
work must not only be a good diver, hut 
lie must also understand liis trade—en¬ 
gineering, masonry, carpenter}’, well- 
sinking, or bridge-building. In open- 
sea work lie must necessarily be a good 
seaman. The sponge, pearl, coral, and 
amber fisheries, as you may imagine, 
demand the labors of a large staff of 
expert divers. 

New Method of Teaching. 

On an endowment of $250,000 by Mrs. 
Emmons Blaiue, the University of Olil- 
eafo has established a college for teach¬ 
ers that is pronounced a unique experi¬ 
ment iu American educational work. 
The new institution is not for the mak¬ 
ing of teachers, as a normal school or 
a school of pedagogy, but for perfect- 
lug lu science, literature and art those 
who are already teachers. It is thus 
an advance on the university extension 
system iu some respects. There are 
many teachers tilling responsible posts 
without tbe educational thoroughness 
that Is now required by teachers' com¬ 
mittees. The diversified aud extended 
curriculum of to-day places old teach¬ 
ers at a disadvautfge with younger 
ones, aud requires of them constant 
study to keep up with the times in the 
scliool-room. The university extension 
movement has accomplished much for 
teachers not college-bred, and this Chi¬ 
cago experiment cannot fail of large 
Interest.

A Fruit Picking Box.

It take# 
much more coal to thresh buckwheat 
with a steam thresher than It does to 
thresh grain whose straw Is dry.— 
American Cultivator. 

Cutting Corn. 

Corn fodder. If secured when It Is in 
Its best condition. Is almost ns good as 
hay for cattle and sheep; and for milch 
cows there Is no other feed that I have 
ever tested equal to It. Just as soon as 
the corn Is well In the dough It Is ripe 
enough to cut. Some farmers let their 
corn stand till the stalks get dead ripe 
before cutting. Corn thus cared for 
may be a little heavier after it Is husk¬ 
ed (at least It Is so claimed by some), 
but the waste In fodder more than con¬ 
sumes the extra grain In we gilt of corn. 
The average day laborer will, if cut¬ 
ting by the shock, cut seventy shocks 
containing sixty-four hills in each 
shock, per day. An expert worker will. 
In medium corn, cut from 100 to 125 
shocks In the same length of time, and 
of equal size. Twisted rye straw or 
marsh hay is good to use, although the 
best thing that Is being used is a No. 9 
wire, cut about 31/2 feet long, with a 
hook bent on each end, so that they 
can be quickly fastened or unfastened. 
These wire bands can be saved ami 
used year after year. 

Hoofs Like Horns. 

Here's the picture of a freak cow 
owned by a Massachusetts farmer. The 
abnormal hoofs are apparently of reg¬ 
ular horn substance, and further than 
to seriously impede the animal's loco¬ 
motion do not otherwise seem to inter¬ 
fere with tlie performance of her ordi¬ 
nary functions. These hoofs, or horns, 
as they might bo called, when trimmed 
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presented between the rounds, owing 
to the round form of the basket’s top. 
The round form also keeps the basket 
from being stable, as it is constantly 
swinging about on tlie one hook sup¬ 
porting it. A fruit-gathering liox is 
showu in the cut which obviates both 
these defects. Its handle is made from 
a fiat hoop soaked lu water aud bent 
into the proper shape. This handle can 
he supported by two hooks, keeping the 
box very firm. With a box the full 
opeuing from one side to the other is 
afforded for putting In fruit. If the 
box Is carefully lined with a double 
thickness of burlap there wit! be less 
likelihood of bruising the fruit, in the 
smallest degree. 

Fall Plowing to Kill Insects. 

One of the benefits of fall plowing 
that more than compensates Its disad¬ 
vantage Is wasting the surface soil by- 
blowing and washing. Is that it de¬ 
stroys millions of destructive Insects, 
In orchards especially, many of the 
larvae that are injurious are hidden un¬ 
der leaves or stones, where they will be 
partly protected from wet, and will 
there endure any amount of dry freez¬ 
ing without injury. But turning the 
soil over to the depth of five or six 
Inches disturbs these Insect arrange¬ 
ments. Moisture means that the larva 
must begin to prepare for emerging 
from its cocoon, or if already an Insect 
It may be tempted to move to escape it. 
Any such movement before there Is set¬ 
tled warm weather is death to it. 

Threshing: Buckwheat. 

Owing to tlie great amount of sap its 
thick stalk contains, buckwheat cannot 
well be piled up in sacks or put In 
mows. We have known It to be thresh¬ 
ed by machine, but it took so much 
power to thresh the buckwheat by 
threshing machine that the experiment 
was not profitable. It Is extremely easy 
with a little beating of the head to dis¬ 
lodge every grain of buckwheat But 
when stalks and all are put In It has 
to be done very slowly, else tbe green 
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off soon grow again to the size and 
shape shown in the illustration. 

Fall Seeding of Corn Cronnd. 

A crop of corn may by succeeded the 
following year with grass for pasturing 
or hay if the land is tilted right. A 
light plowing, or rather cultivating so 
as to pull down tlie corn butts, aud 
then following them with the roller to 
press them into tin 1 surface will he all 
that is needed. Then run over the lev¬ 
eled surface with tlie smoothing har¬ 
row, which will roughen it and sow the 
seed. If a permanent pasture Is desir¬ 
ed sow some June grass seeds with the 
timothy, aud in the spring sow some 
clover seed. All will grow, and the 
first year each will help tlie other, as 
the more grass or clover growth can be 
got on the land the earlier It will dry 
out when spring comes. Most attempts 
to seed without grain fail because not 
enough seed is sown. 

Barreling Apple* and Pears. ^ 

In barreling apples it Is quite safe to 
pile tlie apples as much as two Inches 
above where tlie head will tit iu the 
chine. If pressed down evenly there is 
elasticity enough iu the apple skin to 
allow’ such compression without bruis¬ 
ing It. If the apples :ii-e not thus press¬ 
ed down they will shrink so as to lie 
loose In the barrel, aud will thus bruise 
in handling the barrels worse than 
they would if pressed down. lVars 
cannot be thus pressed down. They are 
best packed with a paper around eaeh, 
which will keep It from touching Its 
neighbor. 

Wuapa Injuring Fruits. 

Most of the puncturing of ripe fruits 
on which bees are often found gather¬ 
ing the juices is done by wasps, though 
many kinds of grapes have tender 
skins, which are cracked either by 
burstlugof the sap from Inside or by ac¬ 
cidental Injuries. Honey bees not only 
do not but cannot puncture them. On 
the contrary, what they do for the In¬ 
jured fruit is to take away some of the 
exuding Juices and thus help to pre¬ 
vent it from decaying so fast as It 
would otherwise do.

When the weather is cold scald tbs 
morning mash and feed while in ft 
warm state. 

Corn should not be fed exclusively. 
It should be only a night feed in very 
cold weather.

SUGAR RAISING IN JAMAICA. 

Unprofitable Because of European Ex¬ 
port Bounties and Old Methods. 

In the recent report on the commer¬ 
cial relations of the United. States an 
interesting statement is made concern 
ing the present industrial condition of 
the Island of Jamaica. From this it up 
pears that the sugar interests of that 
island have been seriously Impaired 
during the last few years in conse¬ 
quence of (lie alleged inability of the 
planters to successfully compete with 
the bounty-paid sugar of Germany, 
France and Austria. It litis been Impos¬ 
sible, in view of this competition, for 
most of the Jamaica sugar growers to 
profitably ship their sugar cane to Eng¬ 
land, which years ago was their favor¬ 
ite market. Certain shipments have 
been made to the United States, but 
even here until recently the effect of 
lln- European export bounty has been 
felt and has tended, it Is said, to make 
the business a losing one. 

On the other hand. It is asserted that, 
one reason for the decay of the sugar 
industry of Jamaica Is the backward¬ 
ness of tlie planters in the adoption of 
modern methods of work; that In tills 
respect they have been far behind tho 
larger part of the sugar growers of 
Cuba, who, acting under American ex¬ 
ample, have introduced modern machin¬ 
ery and have thus obtained from their 
cntio the largest possible percentage of 
saccharine matter. It is worthy of note, 
however, that In other lines of industry 
which have sprung up In Jamaica 
American enterprise and American 
capital have played a prominent part. 
This is specially noticeable In the 
growing of bauantts, an industry 
which has expanded to large propor¬ 
tions. due to the fact that it has been 
systematically and scientifically car¬ 
ried on. 

The banana trade is almost exclusive 
ly in American hands, having been 
started by a shrewd, far-sighted native 
of Cape Cod. who made the first ven¬ 
ture, and whose successors now have 
lines of steamers carrying this fruit 
plying from Jamaica to the various 
large ports upon our Atlantic seaboard. 
The chief market for Jamaica products 
is the United States, and for this rea¬ 
son the inhabitants of the island are 
desirous of connecting themselves, 
through the strongest possible trade 
relations, with this country.—Boston 
Herald. 

Bitting on the Floor.

I observed a salesman in a drug store as 
ho slipped a band around a 5 cent pack¬ 
age of sodium bicarbonate. “Up to ten 
years ago rubber bands were seldom 
seen outside of a courthouse or a law¬ 
yer’s office, and their use was confined 
almost exclusively to tho filing of court 
1 documents and papers. Now you find 
them everywhere. Bauds are used on 
all small packages in drug stores, and 
, they have become an important factor 
in tlie grocery business. They answer 
the same purposes as twine, and are ad- 
\ justed much easier. 

“It may not be generally kuowu that 
I a rubber hand is the best tooth cleaner 
1 known. It can he forced between tlie 
teeth, no mill tor how close together, 
and it removes accumulations that cun 
not be reached with a toothbrush. Y’es, 
the rubber band has come to stay. I 
don’t know to what extent it lias hurt 
the twine industry, but it must bo con¬ 
siderable. ”—I’biladelphia Record. 


Caper Siince Caper*. 

The caper, familiar in caper sauce ' 
and used also as a garnish for salads, is 
imported from Spain and France. Capers 
aro grown in Italy, hut none is import- 1 
ed from there into this country. 

Capers aro sorted into four sizes, of 
which the smallest are known commer¬ 
cially as nonpareils, and the next larger 1 
as surfines. Tho next larger in Frenoh 
capers are eapucines, and tho largest 
capotes, while tho next to tho largest 
aud the largest of Spanish capers aro 
known respectively as capotes No. 1 
and No. 2. The smallest oapers are tho 
most desirable and bring the most mon¬ 
ey. French capers sell for more than 
Spunish. Capers aro imported almost 
wholly in hulk in kegs of 15 or 16 gal¬ 
lons and barrels of nhout 40 gallons in 
brino or vinegar. A few capors are im¬ 
ported iu glass, but they aro mostly put 
np in this country. Capors grow on a 
bush.—New York Sun. 

Itoyal Hotel Keepers. 

Tho king of Wurttemberg nmy be re¬ 
garded as a hotel keeper as well as a 
monarch. This lias long been a trudi- 
tion in his family, but not until latoly 
was it discovered by the rulors of tho 
beautiful little Garmnu kingdom how 
profitable imikeoping can become.

This royal personage’s descendant now 
owns two largo hotels, from which he 
is said to durivo a revenue equaling 
$50,000 a year.

At Guanatanamo General Perez,the 
Mayor, now seems to lie making an 
earnest effort to disband his former 
Cuban troops. One man refused to lay 
down his arms and drew his weapon 
on a Cuban officer, who promptly killed 
him in self-defense. The incident hal 
had a good mural effect and the others 
of Perez’ former command are now 
voluntarily relinquishing their arms 
preparatory to disbandment. 

Finances o' Porto Rico. 

Washington.— Assistant Secretary 
Vansderlip has sailed for Porto Rico 
to familiarize himself with the finan¬ 
cial conditions of the island, its possi¬ 
bilities of revenue and its requirements 
of expenditure. 

One of the most difficult problems 
which presents itself for solution in 
connection witli the change in sov¬ 
ereignty is that of the currency. It is 
the Assistant Secretary’s intention to 
give especial attention to this subject 
with a view of speedy action on the 
part of the Treasury Department. His 
first port will be San Juan, and aftei 
looking into conditions there he will 
go overland to Ponce.

n We stopped at Honolulu, en route, 
and on August 4th. upon the arrival of 
’ the Philadelphia, with orders, we 
hastily departed for Manila. This 
8 ' was a sore disappointment to us, as 
'f i we were all anxious to participate in 
- the raising of “Old Glory” over the 
j public buildings in Honolulu. 

August 11th—We passed the U. S. 

^ troopships Rio De Janeiro and l’enn- 
| sylvania. Their bands played “Stars 
; and Stripes” as we passed. It made 
j me think of home. 

r August 15th—We passed Sumption 
1 Island and old volcano, 2000 feet above 
• ■ sea level. As we passed Ladrone Is- 
j lands we encountered a typhoon An¬ 
ri | gust 21st. We arrived at Manila two 
s days too late for the battle. We went 
, I ashore in small boats and direct to the 
barracks, a distanoe of six miles. 
These were the old Spanish barracks 
captured by our troops. We found it

I was very shaky the first time, but 
soon got used to it, and was ready for * 
whatever came my way. Neverthe- n 
less, guard duty on a warm, rainy ® 
night, in a foreign country is not what 11 
it is cracked up to be. v 

The Insurgents are a peculiar race; 4l 
small of stature, cowardly and treaoh- 11 
erous; they resemble our Indian in 
color and their hair is straight and 
very black. Twenty miles in the in- M 
terior the country is very mountainous 
and inhabited, it is said, by cannibals. t , 
The interior has never to any extent B 
been explored. Manila is a very large s< 
city and is surrounded by an immense 
wall. The houses are mostly one- B 
story and built of stone. The country 51 
is marshy, but is very fertile. Manila 
is a decidedly rich and prosperous city. 

I was taken ill on September 6th 
whilst on post duty, and was taken to 
the field hospital, where I lay fifteen 
days, suffering with fever. My bed aJ 
consisted of one blanket on the hard' ai 
floor, where I could hear the groans of pi 
my poor comrades. Considering the ai 
circumstances, I was well taken care at 
of. I want to mention especially my b< 
commanding officer, Lieutenant Field, G 
whose kindness to me was unlimited. 

I received an honorable discharge sc 
and returned to San Francisco Thurs- tl 
day, Nov. 10th, by the steamship Bel- no 
gic. I do not regret my experience, «i

TEARS OF SLAVERY. 


EXPERIENCES OF TWO OF THE 
MAHDI'S PRISONERS. 


Subject to Horrible Torture and Abuse 
—After Tears of Suffering They Once 
More Breathe the Air of Freedom 
Through the Fall of Omdurmnn. 

When the Anglo-Egyptian forces, un¬ 
der the command of Gen. Kitchener, 
captured Omdurman, the Mnhdist 
stronghold In Egypt, inflicting heavy 
losses oil the natives, besides wreaking 
a terrible vengeance for the cruel deatli 
of one of England’s greatest soldiers, 
“Chinese" Gordon, the martyr of Khar¬ 
toum. they also liberated several Chris¬ 
tian prisoners who had been in the 
hands of the Mahdists for years and 
who had been treated by their captors 
with great cruelty. Among these pris¬ 
oners were Karl Neufeld and Sister 
Theresa Grigolini. The former was 
captured by the Mahdi’s men in 1887 
and for eleven years lias been the un¬ 
willing slave of a barbaric ruler of one 
of the most fanatical people on earth. 
Sister Grigolini fell into the hands of 
the Mahdi in 18S2. The hardships 
through which Neufeld nud Sistei 
Grigolini passed during their captivity j 
were most severe and the wonder is 
that they are alive to tell of them to¬ 
day. 

In the ’70s Neufeld was studying 
medicine at Leipsic, and one day his 
adventuresome spirit got him into a 
quarrel with a fellow-student. A duel 
resulted, and Neufeld fled the country 
to avoid arrest. He went to Cairo, 
stayed there but a short time, and then 
to more effectually hide himself made 
for tlie interior. He landed at Assuan 
in lS7i» and for two years practiced 
medicine there. When tlie Mahomed 
Achmed rising occurred Neufeld s love 
of adventure prompted him to join the 
British troops. His knowledge of the 
people and their language made him a 
valuable aid to the British commander. 
Moreover, lie showed wonderful

Shrewdness in dealing with the nn 
tives, and his courage in action was 
undoubted. When one day lie saved a 
whole detachment of British troops by 
a clever trick which put the enemy on 
the wrong scent the camp rang with 
his praises, and for this service he was 
appointed purveyor to the army. 

In the spring of 1887 Neufeld gath¬ 
ered together a caravan of forty re¬ 
tainers and, announcing that lie was 
going on a trading trip, started on a 
Journey into the Mahdl’s country. 
Many, however, doubted the announced 
purpose of tlie little expedition, and ru¬ 
mors were soon afloat that Neufeld had 
been sent to spy on tlie Ma.lidi, and that 
he was to attempt tlie rescue of Slatin 
Pasha, then live years a captive in the 
Mahdl’s hands. Arabian treachery 
was responsible for tlie failure of tlie 
expedition and for Neufeld's capture. 
One of his own men played tlie traitor, 
and a body of howling fanatics swoop¬ 
ed down on the caravan one morning 
while they were encamped near a well. 
Neufeld's captors held him until 
March, 1888, when he was taken to 
Omdurman ami led before Khalifa Ab¬ 
dullah, the Malnli’s successor. 

The dervishes and other tribes under 
the Malidi’s rule were wild In their ex 
ultation over Neufeld's capture, believ¬ 
ing him to be an Englishman, and lie 
was brought into the Omdurman under 
a strong guard. The Khalifa looked 
upon the capture as most Important. 
Two captive Europeans told the fanat¬ 
ical ruler that Neufeld was not an En¬ 
glishman, but from another country in 
Europe. It took some time for Ab¬ 
dullah to see things In tlie right light, 
which was a lucky thing for Neufeld. 
He was loaded down with chains, how¬ 
ever, and thrown into a vllb prison at 
Omdurman. During the night tlie 
Khalifa apparently made up his mind 
that the while man ought to hang 
whether an Englishman or not and or¬ 
ders were given that the prisoner 
Should be hanged in the morning. Neu¬ 
feld received the news through the 
beating of a huge drum close to liis 
ears. The populace was encouraged to 
heap Indignities on the prisoner; black 
slaves spat at him as he passed on the 
way to the scaffold. Neufeld did not 
flinch. The Khalifa’s indecision delay¬ 
ed matters until noon, when it was 
announced the march to tlie scaffold 
would be continued. The immense 
crowds gathered to witness the execu¬ 
tion of the hated “Englishman” hooted 
and yelled in wild delight as Neufeld 
stepped fearlessly up and coolly bent 
bis head to receive the noose. At this 
moment a messenger from the Khalifa 
ordered the execution stopped, and 
then It developed tlie exercises were 
arranged only to frighten the prisoner. 

A few day slater Neufeld, loaded 
down with all the chains that could be

tered as one of the Khalifa’s white 
slaves. 

The first four years of captivity were 
full of horrible suffering for the unfor¬ 
tunate Prussian. The prison consisted 
of four walls, inside of which were 
huddled 200 prisoners, white and black 
and of both sexes. In the center of 
this lnclosure stood a stone hut, with 
heavily-barred door and windows, into 
which fifty of the prisoners—as many 
as could be crowded In—were forced 
each night to better secure their safety 
and incidentally inflict sufferings 
which would more forcibly remind 
them that they were captives of the 
Mahdi’s successor. The sun heat down 
on the stone walls of this hut during 
the day, and at night when nearly all 
air was excluded by the shutting of the 
door the heat which the walls gave 
forth maxle the breath-seeking, cursing 
mass of sick humanity inside almost 
another “black hole,” like that of Cal¬ 
cutta. Typhoid fever, dysentery and 
other aliments assailed the miserable 
occupants of this horror hut; the floor 
swarmed with vermin; now and then 
a howl of pain told of a scorpion bite, 
or an agonized groan would tell of the 
death of a victim of the terrible heat, 
which produced nightly eases of apop¬ 
lexy. Live men and women slept side 
by side with cotpses and the death of 
one more only called forth an exclama¬ 
tion of anger if the dying one happened 
to fall on or roll too close to a neighbor. 

All during Neufeld’s four years in the 
vile prison the European slaves who 
were not in Irons—notably Slatin Pasha 
and Father Ohrwnlder, who had gain¬ 
ed many friends— made every effort to 
secure his release from chains and the 
horrors of the stone hut. The Khalifa 
was obdurate, however, until It was 
suggested that Neufeld might be util¬ 
ized in nuking powder, of which the 
Khalifa’s army was in urgent need. 
Tills put the matter in a new light and 


tie group. A council of the Mnhdl’s ad 
visers was held and the fate of the cap 
tives discussed. Several times the sen 
tence of death came near being pro 
nounced, but it was finally decided the 
captives were entitled to live, a Mos¬ 
lem law providing that priests who sur¬ 
render without resistance shall lx 
spared. The missionaries were called 
upon to adopt the Mahdi’s faith, the 
penalty for refusing being death. They 
held a consultation anil decided deatli 
to lx- preferable. “We have chosen 
death,” they sent word to the Mahdi, 
but for some inexplicable reason tlie 
Mahdi did not carry out his threat. 

Soon afterward tlie sisters were 
seized and distributed among the Emirs 
of the Khalifa’s army. On journeys 
hither and thither with their Emir mas¬ 
ters these women were forced to walk 


HE FOUGHT UNDER MILES 

And Is Loud tn His Praise of Bravery 
and Paring of His Chief. 

William H. McGee, of St. Louis, who I 
fought under Gen. Miles when, in 1877, j 
the Nez Perces Indians under Chief ] 
Joseph were subdued, speaks highly of 
the courage on that occasion of the 
commanding general of the army. 

Five days, he says, we had been - 
marching at night, going into camp 1 
about 4 o’clock each morning. About 
;{ o'clock on the morning of Sept. 29 we 
went into camp. This time we had j 
made fires and in the morning reveille j 
was sounded. 

After we had gone about four miles j 
on the march that day we catne in sight j 
of tin* Nez Perces’ camp. They must 
have known that we were coming, be- j 
cause they were fully prepared for us. 
We could not see them, but as we saw 
the camp we formed the line of battle, 
the Second Cavalry, under Maj. Bris¬ 
bane, taking the left flunk, and Com¬ 
panies 1), K and A, of the Seventh Cav¬ 
alry. in command of Cnpt. Owen Hale, 
taking the right. 

There were fully 800 naked, painted 
savages, and. all told, our three com¬ 
panies did not number over 120 men. 
We were in a bad place, and the cap¬ 
tains of Companies D and A immedi¬ 
ately gave their men the order to re¬ 
treat. Ca.pt. Hale, who was a dashing 
and brave officer, at the same time 
commanded: 

“Left wheel and prepare to fight on 
foot.” 

We seemed to be in the only open 
spot in the foothills, and were certainly 
in a bad place. There was Company K, 
with only thirty-eight men, facing the 
entire Nez Perces band. 

I will never forget the scene. Sergt. j 
Wilde ran out a few feet in front of ! 
his horse. Corporal Delaney was next j 
to him and I next to Delaney. We were 
in the extreme front. The Indians had 
dropped down out of sight, but were 
springing up here and there to draw 
our lire. They were making it lively 
for us. 

In a moment; Wilde was shot through 
tlie breast, Delaney wounded in the 
head anil I shot in tlie right knee and 
side. Capt. Hale and the remnant of 
the company—several had been killed 
were driven back and the Indians fol¬ 
lowed, passing right over, those in the 
rear stopping to strip the dead and 
wounded of their arms anil ammuni¬ 
tion. 

When Capt. Hale was driven back lie 
rejoined tlie other two companies, and 
they again advanced, driving the Iu- 
| diaiis back. For a time I was in a des- 
| perato situation, between two fires, and 
I could hear the bullets whizzing past 
on all sides. 

Gen. Miles came up to my company

thorn wounds. Tlie torture of the 
march was unspeakable. The Emir» 
took delight in beating their white 
women slaves, Insulted them at every 
opportunity, and abused them most 
brutally. The sun burned their faces 
until the skin peeled off, and when one 
of the sisters fell In the road from fa¬ 
tigue she was strung up by the feet 
and the already bleeding soles beaten 
with sticks until the feet became swol¬ 
len anil black. Through It all tlie sis¬ 
ters clung to their faitli and no threat 
could induce' them to abandon it. 

Sister Grigolini, bleeding from a hun¬ 
dred whip marks, succeeded one night 
in escaping from her black master and 
made her way to the Mahdl's lint. She 
forced her way into his presence anil 
with tears running down her face pro¬ 
tested against the cruel treatment the 
captives were receiving. The Mahdl's 
heart was touched at the sight of the 
poor woman's wounds anil he ordered 
the sisters released from the tyrannical 
Emirs. 

After tlie death of Gordon and the 
fall of Khartoum the prisoners were 
taken to Omdurman, where their life 
was not so continually beset with dan-

Wo were so close that the Indians 
heard the order and answered back 
jeeringly, "Charge ’em." It was a dis¬ 
astrous charge, and of tlie fourteen men 
who leaped forward five dropped in an 
instant, and tlie remainder were com¬ 
pelled to fall back in a hurry. 

Gen. Miles, telling the hoys to remain

First American College of Forestry 

Considering tlie manner of its endow¬ 
ment, it is particularly fitting that the 
first adequately equipped college of for¬ 
estry in tlie United Slates should be or¬ 
ganized by Cornell University. This 
has been done under an act of tlie Leg¬ 
islature instituting tlie New Y'ork 
State College of Forestry, and placing 
it under the government of tlie univer¬ 
sity. The college starts on its work 
with an Initial appropriation of 30,000 
acres of forest land in tlie Adirondack 
Mountains, and the law contemplates 
the technical management by the col¬ 
lege of the entire forest area of the 
State, which it is though! will ultimate¬ 
ly approximate 3 . 000,000 acres. 

The college “rooms” are the forests 
themselves, and tlie lessons to be 
taught aim at the selection of trees of 
the highest economic value and their 
cultivation on a system promising the 
most rapid growth. For many years 
tlie great forest tracts of the United 
States have been subject to unrestrain¬ 
ed denudation. Now, cultivation and 
conservation arc found necessary. This 
first State college of forestry will deter¬ 
mine the kind of trees that can be 
grown to the best advantage and bow 
this growth can be promoted.

The audience 
was large aud fashionable in the grand 
stand and in the bleachers included a 
motley crowd of Cossacks, Hungarians, 
South Americans, cowboys, Indians, 
Frenchmen, Spaniards, Americans and 
English, the cowboys eventually win¬ 
ning by 13 to 5. 

Tlie game made steady progress In 
the north of England and In the mid¬ 
land counties, but In the south, strange¬ 
ly enough, where the first exhibition 
game was given. It languished. Any 
game which Is worth while playing al¬ 
ways finds a welcome among the hardy 
miners and workers in the great manu¬ 
facturing towns of the north, and It 
very soon became popular there. 

In 1893 the National Base-ball Asso¬ 
ciation of England was started, and lu 
the following year the London Base¬ 
ball Association was formally Incorpo¬ 
rated. A ground was taken at Bnlhnm, 
a suburb of London. This year five 
clubs were formed In London. 

A team of cricketers, watching a 
game at the Crystal palace grounds, 
were somewhat amused at what seemed 
to them the extreme simplicity of It all, 
and consequently, ns a means of show¬ 
ing what a superior game cricket was, 
declared they could play lmse-hall far 
better than any bnse-baller could play 
cricket. A match was arranged, and 
the cricketers were allowed to play 
seventeen men against their opponents' 
nine. In addition to this, they were 
given the advantage of five “put-outs” 
per lnuing, but lu the end only man¬ 
aged to secure six runs to forty-seven. 
As might have been expected, their 
scoffing was changed to admiration; 
they Immediately showed an Inclina¬ 
tion to learn the game thoroughly, aud 
many of them are now among the lead¬ 
ing English exponents of it. 

One thing In connection with the 
game tbe public have not tackled, and 
that Is the score card. Most of the 
spectators refuse to trouble about It. 
They like the excitement and fun, and 
the little lncrlcacles of the score card 
are Ignored for the time. 

The game In England commences a 


satisfied with half a dozen lines. Is 
something worth mentioning. Many 
curious comments are made by the En¬ 
glish spectators on the costumes worn 
by the players. The masks worn by 
the umpire and catcher and the stom¬ 
ach pad worn by the latter, especially 
tickle their fancy. 

The English game is in all respects 
identical with the American. As re¬ 
gards tbe players, there are no profes¬ 
sionals. The forty-five or fifty teams 
In England are composed of amateurs. 
The Australian nine that played against 
them for cups and various kinds of 
prizes the past season were uniformly 
victorious, because of finer training 
aud longer experience in the game. 

IN HIS FATHER’S FOOTSTEPS. 

Youna James May He Following tlie 
Track of the Famous Outlaw. 

The curse of heredity seems to be 
stamped upon Jesse James, son of the 
notorious outlaw who terrorized the 
West for many years, and nephew of 
Frank James, the pal of the elder Jesse 
in most of his crimes. The younger 
Jesse James was recently arrested in 
Kansas City for alleged participation 
in the hold-up and robbery of a Mis¬ 
souri Pacific express train, on tlie night 
of September 24, Just outside the city 
limits. Young James, who hits borne a 
pretty good reputation, protests his in¬ 
nocence and there are any number of 
attorneys who have expressed their 
willingness to defend bltn. Frank 
James is also helping his nephew to ob¬ 
tain ills freedom. 

Jesse James-, the elder, was married 
In 1874 to Miss Zerelda Mimms, his 
cousin. The present Jesse James is 
tlie fruit of tills union. When Boh 
Ford cut short the career of his father, 
Mrs. James, with her son, Jesse Jr., 
then a boy of 7, and a daughter return 
ed to Kansas City, where the mother 
had formerly been a school teacher. 
Young Jesse attended school until he 
was 15, when lie accepted a position at 
Armour's packing house In Kansas 
City, lie remained there until six 
months ago, when he established a 
cigar stand in the county court house, 
llis reputation was always good until 
he met “Jack” Kennedy, it man who is 
believed to have been implicated Ln 
half a dozen train robberies around 
Kansas City and is now under indict¬ 
ment for murder. 

Young Jesse never knew that he was 
the soli of Jesse James, tlie outlaw, un¬ 
til after the latter was shot by Boh 
Ford at St. Joseph, Mo., ill 1881. lie 
used to listen to Ids father reading out ’ 
of the papers everything he could timl 


NEW TELEGRAPH INSTRUMENT* 

Can Be Strapped to the Kara Like a 
Telephone Receiver. 

A’ new' telegraph Instrument, known 
as a “Morse watch," lias been put on 
tlie market. Outwardly it looks like 
au ordinary timepiece, but in reality It 
is a transmitting ami receiving tele¬ 
graph Instrument, a key and a sounder, 
inclosed in an ordinary watclicase. 

This type of instrument, says Elec¬ 
tricity, is known to tbe telegraph craft 
under the general title of “secret sound¬ 
er.” The Morse watch Is so construct¬ 
ed that the click of the instrument can 
be adjusted loud euough to be heard ln 
any part of a comparatively large room, 
or be adjusted to a point where the 
click is inaudible unless the-instrument 
Is held ln contact with the ear. 

The Morse watch Is accompanied 
with a suitable flexible head, hand to 
fasten the Instrument in place ou the 
head over the ear, leaving both hands 
free for transcribing messages or other 
work. It also lias a very neat silk con¬ 
ducting cord, with specially designed 
terminals, so that tlie instrument can 
be conveniently aud quickly attached 
to or disconnected from the ordinary 
instrument of a telegraph line. 

The employment of the art of tele¬ 
graphing has so far developed at the 
present time that the telegraph opera¬ 
tor Is found in one corner of many 
brokers' as well its newspaper offices, 
police stations, etc., and in such places 
it is desired to maintain for the transae-

tlon of other business as much quiet as 
possible. Tbe Morse watch secures 
that end by permitting the telegraphing 
to go on to ail intents and purposes in 
perfect silence. 

Probably the most important use, 
however, tilint the Morse watch will 
serve Is in connection with the military 
telegraphs and all offices where abso¬ 
lute secrecy is one of the first require¬ 
ments. 

TO PREVENT ACCIDENTS. 

Self-Adjusting Hack-Saw Guard to 
Protect Workmen. 

The accidents with rack s:>wr work¬ 
ing rough timber, unlike accidents with 
ordinary saw benches, are chiefly due 
to workmen stumbling or slipping 
while moving the logs, and a fall onto 
the saw teeth leads to fearful conse¬ 
quences. The rack-saw guard depicted 
In the illustration Is an English device 
to prevent accidents of tills kind, and 
as the guard is self-sustaining and is 
adjustable by a touch of the hand, 
while at the same time it presents no 
I obstacle to the action of the sawyer. 
It will doubtless be welcomed by work¬ 
men.
